Lord Lister has cuinmiinlcaf ed to 
the Royal society, London, a nnper 
by Dr. Allan MacFadyn, director of 
the Jenner IniUtut* of PrevePtlTe 
Medicine, letting forth an elHcieDt 
|)rophyIactlc and curative treatment 
lor typhoid fever. 

Dr. MucF^^jl^i^ found th.it tiy crush- 
ing the microsTopic cells of the ty- 
phoid becilluR in liquid air the inter- 
cellar jnicea can b« obtained ajNirt 
from their living' orgfanlam, and that 
these juices are highly toxic. 

Hy injecting them In small, re- 
peated doses into a living animal its 
blood aerum is rendered powerfully 
anti-tozio, that is to say, it becomes 
aa aatidott alike to htlsf typitold 
baetctia and to the poiaon that may 
be extracted therefrom. Dr. Mac- 
Fadyn explains the application of the 
serum to animals and detaiU his va- 
rious etpairinahta, which showed 
that the aerom la a curative of ty- 
phoid at well as a protective against 
infection. 

It niay be contended that what is 
true in tlx- case of one pathogenetic 
bacterium is also true in others, but 
Dr. MacFadyn is not aatiafled to ac- 
cept this hypothesis without experi- 
mental verification, and the .Tenner 
institute is now invcstigatlBjf the 
juices of other l)ncferia. 

If the experiments prove, as may 
be expected, that bacterial juices in 
general react upon the animal organ- 
lain in the same way as the living 
hVcteria which produces thera, the 
fact tiinst ))rc)foim(lly infliienca medi- 
cal speculation and practice. 

Regarding the crushing of bacteria, 
the queation naturally ariaea by what 
traUnaftnabla aeearaey^f grinding 
can these infinitesimal orpfanisms be 
broken so as to release the intercel- 
lular toxins. The answer that the 
crushing is done with liquid air does 
net explain tha whola of the BMrvel, 
for it ia known that the intense cold 
of liqtild air does not affect the ritnl- 
ity of bacteria, but when thtis froxen 
hard they become brittle, and, not- 
v'ithstanding their almost Inconceiv- 
able minuteness, can be completely 
brojKjen up by grinding, and will un- 
dar to aubtequent eoaditioaa ahow a 
■ign of bacterial growth.

It is commonly Buppfjfcd that all 
birdK, at least those of tlic small spe- 
cies, fall easy victims to ma kes. There 
are stories innumerable of the manner 
In which the reptiles charm the feath- 
ered creatures and end by swallowing 
them at a gulp. But there Is one bird 
that is not uusceptible to tlio fascina- 
tion of his snakeship's eye, and tiiat 
is the common blue jay, found in the 
woods all over the United Statea, says 
the Chicago Chroaiele. 

A gentleman who has lived for many 
years in the country asserts pusitively 
that the blue jay can spenk at least 
one word as plainly as a human being 
and that word is "snake." "When a 
boy," he said recently, "I killed laaaj 
snakes that wotttd have escaped but 
for the sharp eyes of the blue jay. 
Some species of reptiles will climb 
small trees snd bushes and trap their 
prey in that manner. They feed on 
small birds principally. But they 
never catch a Jaybird. Ha la the snake 
detective for the whole bird family. 
As soon as a blue jay sois a make he 
sounds the alarm. You can hear him 
squall a quarter of a mile, and he ar- 
ticulates iht word 'anake' as plainly 
as I can. He will hop about on a limb 
and yell 'anakel snake!' in such a 
thrill, excited voice that pretty soon 
others of his tribe hasten to ihe scene, 
and all Join in giving the alarm. All 
other birds, hearing this warning cry. 
fly away, but the blue Jay splits his 
throat with cries until 4he enemy has 
disappeared. 

"A snake once caught a blue jay by 
charming him. The Jay yelled 'Snakel 
snake!' at the top of his voice. Beverai 
hundred blue Jays flew to his rescue 
and pecked -the snake's eyes out, and 
literally picked him to pieces, thus sav- 
Injt,' the life of their companion. Kver 
since that time the blue jay. upon bce- 
iiig a snake, gives the alarm and all 
blue Jays within hearing will hasten 
to the sceai and lend their voices to 
the warning. This may sound incred- 
ulous, but it's true," said the narrator 
in conclusion. "Not at all, but it's a 
good story to forget under the cir- 
cumstances," added the nervous young 
man, who at oaea proposed the con- 
sideration of the relation of the jocund 
grape to the doctrine of mctcnp^- 
chosis.

The report of the New York slate 
board of health »faows that the gen- 
eral sanitary condition of the state 
compared with former yeers is satis- 
factory. The total of the deaths re- 
ported during the year was 124,160, 
a death rate of 17 per l.ooo p.ipula- 
tion. TRis is the average death rate 
for the five preceding years. There 
were fi,000 less thsn the average 
deaths occurring under Ave years of 
age. 

The mortality from preventable dis- 
eases wah 14 per cent, of the total. 
Smallpox caused a total of 442 deaths 
f»>r the year, and typhoid fever 1.318 
deaths, 300 less than the annual av- 
erage for the past live years. 

The deaths from pulnw m t \ con- 
sumption were 12 .',S2, a d. , idi l de- 
crease frf>m preeidliip years. Ibis 
if. believed to be largely due to the 
measures for prevention, which are 
being more thoroughly understood 
by the public, as well as the medical 
practitioners who have charge of 
these casea in their incipient stage.

Dr. Du Claux, of the 
Pasteur institute, assisted by Messrs. 
Atwater and Benedict, has made 
some experiment*, which f>ati«fies him 
that diluted brandy taken in small 
quantities riuiks high as nourishment 
for man, and will £0on be used for 
animals. 

Such members of the academy of 
medicine and science as Dr. Metehnf- 
koff, a dist infrnihhod Itussian scien- 
tist; Dr. Charles Kicliet. whose work.s 
on the digestive system are widely 
read, and Mr. Berthelot condemn the 
use of alcohol as food. Soma admit 
that diluted brandy In Tcry small 
quantities may be nourishing, but 
asks who would stop at a small quan- 
tity or dilute it. Wine they recom- 
mend in moderate quantities.

"A STEP IN ADVANCE." 
The Lexington Herald says that tb^ 
subjoined resolution recently adopted by 
the School Hoard of that city is "the 
iurthereet step in advance that has been 
taken in the proper control of the public 
schools since the present charter of the 
city of Lexington was adopted." This 
step in advance is simply the adoption 
of a policy which controlled the schools 
of the city of Maysville for many years. 
I'nder the administration of Mayor Cox 
[and of his .successor, Mayor Htallcup, 
until very recently,] there were "no re- 
movals without cause." In this retpect 
the present charter has not improved 
the methods of the past. The Lesing* 
ton rcHolution says: 

"In reniovinj! any superiniendcnt, prin- 
cipal or teacher, a two-thirds vote shall 
be necessary and the cause or catifies of 
said removal shall he fully set forth in 
writing;, with the name or naines of the 
party or parties preferrinn charitew Binned 
thereto; and caiil c'lari.'.'^ hIj.iII hedoly 
i II \t'ht :^'ati'i i Ipv I rM|,.-i mil ' i. n 1 1 ii"- 



before beinK acted upon by said Board of 
Education, and said superintendent, prin- 
cipal or teacher sbllU iMt* S hewriag 
before this board." 

The public schools of Maysville were 
never more prosperous, nor our educa- 
tional methods more eti'ective than under 
the operation of this wise and salutary 
rule. The predicted results of its viola- 
tion have been realized to the letter. 
Maysville takes a step backward as Lex- 
ington "takes a step in advance." It is 
to be hoped she will make some effort to 
retrieve the ground she has lost. 



THBRBGORDS. 

The records in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State, in reference to pardons is 
sued since 1896 to residents of Breathitt 
County, show that Governor Bradley 
during his term of oftice pardoned seven 
men convicted of felonies and restored 
to citizenship or gave the right to vote to 
thirteen men who had served terms and 
returned to that county. One of tlie 
seven felons had a life sentence, three 
were sent up for manslaughter and two 
for arson. 

Daring Governor Beckham's term par- 
dons have been granted to seven felons 

and twenty were restored to citizenship 
Two former convicts and one felon had a 
ten-year sentence, four had shorter sen- 
tences for manslaoghter and twe for 
smaller o.Tdnses. 

The act of restoring to citizenship is 
not a pardon, bat simply gives the right 
to vote to a former convict who has 
served his term out and is recommended 
by his neighbors as worthy to vote ag^p. 

According to the records Beckham and 
Bradley are tied as to the number of 
pardons icranted to Breathitt County 
felons. They and their predecessors In 
( Mice have all been tOO liberal in hand- 
ing out pardons.

The Maysville High School commence- 
ment at the opera house last night was 
in every respect a marked success. 

From the opening with an impressive 
prayer by Bev. H. T. Mosselman to the 
close with a scholarly and masterful ad- 
dress by Mr. a L. Bailee. President of 
the Board of Idoeatlon, the entire pro- 
gram from beginninfc to end was ren- 
dered with rare talent and grace. 

The opera house Was crowded from pit 
to dome by the friends and admirers of 
the graduates and spectators intereated 
in the edaoottoii of Maysville's youth. 

The stsge was beautifully and artistic- 
ally decorated in the class colors of 1903, 
and a graduating class of thirteen, seven 
boys and six girls, together with the 
teachers in the High School and Presi- 
dent -Sal lee occupied seats on the stage.
